The Pacific Cable. 

Washington, Sept. 4.—An interesting 
roport showing the work on the. British 
trans-Pacific cable has been received at tha 
State Department from Consular’ Agont 
Robingon at Norfolk Island, under date of 
June 2. : 

Tho report states that~on the passage 
soruss to Norfolk Island from Brisbane, 
Australia, soundings were taken every ten 
miles by the British cable steamer Briten- 
ata, whichis boing used tu-mark out a track 
for the cable. About a hundred miles from 
the Coast an obstruction was mot with in 
the shape of a range of submarine moun- 
tains lying directly in the track, and a de- 
viatién to the south” had to be made in or- 
der to clear it, Tho greatest depth 
obtained was 2,800 fathoms, ind the most 
shallow 237 fathoms, the latter being the 
depth recorded when the ship was right 
above the tops of the mountains, It has 
been decided to land the cable at Anson 
Bay, on the west side-of Norfolk Island, 
Anson Bay is six miles from Kingston 
settlement. and a eablo house is to be built 
close into the shora. 

Norfolk Istand will be.one of the most 
important stations of this cable route, ss all 
messages to Australin and New Zealand 
willconvergo there to be repeated. 

The Sculling Championship. 

Winnipeg Sept. 7.—Jake  Gaudaur 
Champion Souller of the Worid rince 1898, 
waa easily diacanced by George Towns, the 
Australian, in their three miles match for 
the World's .
